Now to conſider my preſent Text in the moſt uſe- 
full manner that I am able, I mvit beſpeak your beſt 
Attention, not ſo much to the dogmatzcall, as to the 
Appl-catory part of my Meditations, Ie being chictly 
in my de{1gn, to ſhew what Profit we arc to reap from 
all ſuch melancholy Solemnitics, as by many deep 
Mourners are ſown in Tears, What kind of Influences 
and Virtues, from the great &r:ttleneſs of our Lives, 
are to be ſhed upon the PraFice and Conduft of them, + 
Whar kind of Cor.ſeFarzes and #fes ſhould low from: 
the oze, upon the other, 

I ſhall nor therefoge wear out my little Time, in 
any ſuch accurate and logicall Arahſing of the words, 
as would bur ſerve to divert you from the ſcope and 


drift, for which the holy man Job did make them a. 
Part. 
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part of his Preaching, and for which I have choſen 
them to be the ſubjc& of mize own. ; but ſhall imme- 
diatcly conſider themas an entire Doarinall Propo- 
ſition, exhibiring to us both the frazlty, and frame of 
man, and the reaſon of the one implicitly riſing out 
of the other. cMHarn is born of a woman; there's 
his Frame, He hath but a ſhort time to [rue , there's his 
Frailty, He hath but a ſhort time to live, becauſe 
he is born ot a Woman ; there is the reaſon of his 
Frailty from the cona:tron of his Frame, Nor is He 
attended onely with tarity, but Uexation of ſpirit, As

1103, Which he had tent before him to leſs his ſozl, 
and left behind him in memory to perfume his name 
too, that having been charged with a debt, ( whethcr 
by his Fathcr's laſt will and teſtament, or by the con 
ditton of the times, or by both togethcr, ) he was c- 
Ver in {ume pars: till he had pardthar debr , or at lea(t 
had made provr{ion for it 3 becauſe untill he had dowe 
Juſtice, he knew he could not ſo well jhey works of 
mercy; and that was doubtlcls a pregnant token of 
waſkicg humbly with his God, The three grand Dvrics 
which God requircs, in the {:v:b chaprer of Aficah, 
at the 21th verle. 

The e-d of Chriſt's coming into the world, was 79 
make us live ſoberly, righteouſly, and godly tn this preſet 
norld, (Tit, 2.13.) the firſt implying our whole duty 
towards our ſelves, the ſecond towards our nerghtour, 
thethird towards our God, That extraordinary per- 
{vn, of whom I ſpeak, doth ſecm to me, as well as 0- 
thers, to have reached thoſe ends. He was fo eminent- 
ly ſuler, that I believe he was never known to have 
{1nn'd againſt his own body in any kind ; ſo eminent- 
ly rr1ghteous, that ( as I ſaid) he was in pain, till he had 
rendred to every mars his due, Being to ſober, and 10 
rrghteous, he is inferredto have been fo godly roo, - tO; 
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have liv'd in oppoſition to thoſe bare profeſſors of Chr:. 
ſtiarmity, who having a form of godlineſs deny the power 
of it ;, tor give me leave to tell you, what is not eve- 
ry day co/:/1dered, that the moſt materia! part of 2ct.- 
lineſs is morall boneſly, Nor was there any thing more 
con{picuous in the holy lite of our blefled Lord. The 
ſecond Table is the touchſtone of our obedience unto the 
firſt, And to apply what I ſay unto the honourable 
perion of whom I tpeak, we may conclude him to 
have lived the l:fe of farth, becaule we find him to 
have dycd the death of the righteous. 

To pals on therefore towards his deat”, as the fitteſt 
tranſition unto his 4urrall; I am enabled to ſay of him, 
(by luch as were eye and car witneſles,) that he abun- 
dantly 1njoyed | that evSevas;z | that happy calmneſs 
of deaib, which the Emperour Auguſtus was wont to 
pray for. I ſay he injoy'd it in both acceptors of the 
word, For firit however he was ſick of a 4urning Fea- 
ter, (which carricd him up like Elzas in a fiery Chariot) 
yet he had this rare happineſs which 1s the priviledge 
of a few, that he cven 7jojed his whote diſeaſe with- 
out the leaſt taint of deliratiovn, That knot of union 
bctwixt his body and his foul, was not violently bro- 
ker, but very leaturely wntyed; they having parted 
like two frieads, not by a rude fall:ng-out, but a lowing 
farewell, Thus was his Futhanaſsa in the firſt acception 
ot the word, Bur he had it much more, as to the [c- 
cond, For 

Two things there arc, which are wont to make 
death terrible. The firſt is ſuddenneſs, and the ſecond 
1s f:, He was fo arm'd againſt the firft, that he did 
not onely take carc for the ſetting his outward houſe 11; 
order, to the end that nothing in this world m_ 
train 
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traſh his flight cowards a Setzer ; bur he alſo ſent for 
the D/cime, ro imp the n2zgs of his devotion ; and tar- 
ther told his Phyſacrazythat God hadtſent him his ſammoz.s, 
io well was he arm'd againlt the firſt of thoſe Phobera , 
and that by the help ot our Engliſh Litaize, whit 
prompr's us to pray agazaſt ſudden Death ; and which 
he commanded one of his fervaits to a{jzjt him with 
upon his dcath- bed, beitowing upon it (when he had 
done) a great deal of holy axmra:10n, 

Azvain,lo well was he preparcd againſt tlic ſerord, 
that tor the teaderaeſs of his conſcience, and hs deep 
reſentment of all his fins, thoſe of the tzmes more clpe- 
cially, in which he deplored his unhappinels that he 
had had a great ſhare, ( till God was pleaſed in much 
mercy to ſhew him that errour of his judgement, by 
which the errour of his practice was bred and cherith'd,) 
Next for his hatred of hamſelf in the remembrance of 
them, (though we may ſay, that in coimpariſo with 
many others alive and dead, he had kept himſelf 
urſpotted from the norld,) then tor his ſteadfaſt reſo- 
lutrons of better life, of making ample ſatssfa#1or tor 
evcry 11] that he had done, and fo of &r:mging forth

Firſt, it was a mark of - his ſincerity , that he look'd 
upon his failings, as through a arroſcope 3 which 
made them fect wearer, and very much greater then 
they were, He warn'd all thoſe who ſtood abour his 
{ick bed, to beware of thole fins which the world 
call's /zttle ; and ot the zo-leatle {ins which the world

= Thirdly, it was another mark of his {rcersty, that 

he z2fifted on the naturc of tyve repentance, which ſtill 

importeth an amendment and reformation of life. Nor 

' hadhea willingneſs to recover his former hcalth, un- 

Iefs to the end he might demonflrate 115 rerouation, by 

that careful/zrſs, that fear, that rndronation , that Tehe- 

2GN.7,11, Ment deſire, that zeal, yea that revenge, which 47 hers 
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hath recorded as the effe#s of a godly ſorrow in his Co- 
rinthians, Abhorring and deploring thoſe deſperate 
notions of repentance , which the world is ſo com- 
monly miſtaken 1n. 

Fourthly, it was a comfortable token of his ſ7zce- 
rity, that he was obſtrnate 11 his Prayers, againit the 
precept of his Phyficzar, and reſolv'd to pour out his 
toul, _ ro the prejudice of his body. As it he 
wcre piouily ambitious of being too (trong for his 
own infirmities z when a revercnd Divine ( who was 
ſtanding by)would fain have done that office for him, 
at leaſt as a Deputy to his lungs onely,that he might 
not ſpend his few ſprrits as yet left in him ; he made 
him this reſolute and: haſty , but pious anſwer , that 
whilſt a tongue was 11 his head whereby to ſpeak, and nhilſt 
he had breath sn his body to move axd animate his tongue, 
and whrlſt he had lungs in his breſt to ſupply his breath, be 
would ſhew forth t''e go0hefſs and the glory of God, who had 
beer pleas's to do ſo great things for him, And ina mer- 
citull Anſwer to all his Prayers, which he continued 
to the amazement Of all that heard him, (after ſome 
ronflicts which he had had with the ghoſth exemy, that 
ſo he _— be happier in a v:Forroxs, then he could 
poſſibly have been 1n an «tempted innocence, )God 
was pleaſed (very fignally) to reveal himſelt to him , 
to ſpeak peace unto his conſcrence, to fill him inwardly 
with joy in the holy Ghoſt, to give him lome glrmmeryngs 
and fore-tafts of the glory to be revealed, That I may 
uſe his own words, ( which, as he came out of 2 
trance, he was obſerved to ſpeak, ) he had araviſhing 
zlimps of the Beatifick viſion; meaning thereby (as I 
interpret ) that God had refreſhed his drooping foul 


with his unſpeakable comforts ; ſaying unto his ſoul,

Fitchly, it was ancthcr grcat fign that hry brart 
was right towards God, and thuretore not treacherous 
to btmſelf, that he extended his carc to the fouls of 0- 
thers, with as truc a charity, as to his ows. 3 cxhorting 
036 in particular againſt the lor e o' this world ; charging 
awother to be watchtull againit 7-t-mperance and de- 
tauch ; exciting a thira unto frequert and fervet prayer, 
] do but mention the fſevcrall ſubjects, on which he 
treated ke a DiItre. To all his ſervants inthe gene- 
ral!, and to three of them 1n ſpecial ( tor his words 
*Exed.15.19, Jike ® Afannain the wilderncels, and the Apoſtles * deal, 
* #:2-45- were diſcreetly proportioned to Cvery One 45 he had 
need; lo as they who had meſt of his infiruction 
had »othiyg over, and they who had laſt had 10 lad.) 
I ſay, in generall, and in ſpeciall, he was by his prc- 
Cepts, as well as practice, ( even as righteous * Noah ) 
a truc preacher of reperitarce, Nor did his care cnd 
here, But 

As it were in imitation of good old Jacob, before 
Gen. 49. hc was gather dio his fathers, hc gave nUleſjirg to all his 

c1ldrer, Andfarther gave it in charge to his « :rtuors 
corſort, whom he wort} 1]y cſtecmed his dearer ſ/f', 
( and of whom he allo requeſted pardon, it ly ary croſs 
Ted be had eter griev dber,) not to educate his chil- 


dren, ſo much to /caruing and other accompliſhments, as 
to 
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zo the knowledge , and ſervice, and fear of God, Nor 
was it a little to his advantage, that he was carefull ro 
have them feaſoned with thoſe his /aſ# principles, 
which by his later experrence he tound the beſt, 
Not to be endlcſs upon the ſubjeA, ( on which it

ous , ) he was brictly a# that , which I pray Godot his
